Francois LanRelier'a utterances in re- 
gard to Premier Laurier and the present 
position of the Liberal party, it is no ex- 
aggeration to Bay, have proved a veri- 
table bomb to Liberal party leaders Buch 
aa Tarto, the master of the administra- 
tion. Laurier and others are dumb- 
founded, while Liberals of the old guard 
are jubilant, and heartily endorse Mr. 
Langelier's stand. 

There can bo no further question of 
the fact that Mr. Langelier had Premier 
Laurier'a written promise of the Quebec 
lieutenant-governorship, and that pro- 
mise has not been kept. Heire.aDother 
interesting question arises. According 
to Mr. Langelier'e own statement, he 
occupied a seat in parliament last ses- 
sion while be had a letter in his pocket 
from the Premier promisinK him au 
ofBce of emolument under the Crown. 
Was that not a violation of the inde- 
pendence of parliament? According to 
the best authorities it luuioubtedly was, 
and Mr. Liingelier has thereby vacated 
his seat. 

But sliould Mr. Lanj^elier have to re- 
tire, the government would be brought 
face to face with another dilemma. 
(Quebec Centre would bo thrown open, 
and the constilueiicy is composed of Mr. 
Langelier's friends, and supportora of 
the government would meet ■with a 
crushing defeat. Ttie premier is, there- 
fore, on the horns of a dilemma. He has 
not kept his promise to Mr. Langelier, 
and he is afraid to insist upon Lieut.- 
(iovernor Obapleau's retirement from 
Spencerwood; and he would not, for he 
would have Quebec Centre opened with 
a certainty of a blow to the government. 
It will therefore take a good deal of the 
Premier's "sunny ways" to smooth over 
the Bituation."

RUSSIA WON'T TOLEKATE IT, 

Germany Hot to Have Peaceful Possession 
ol Her Chinese Naval Station. 

Berlin, Dec. 11 . — Throughout the 
week a peculiar condition of afFaira haa 
prevailed, so far as tho ])reEs is concern 
ed. " The Chinese adventure," ae the 
socialist Schoenlanck in the reichstag 
termed the seizure of Kiao Chou Bay, 
has engrossed public interest, yet the 
government has not deigned an explana- 
tion as to what has been done or as to 
what is intended for the future. 

What sparse information the foreign 
office has furnished proved miBleadingor 
stale. This was especially the caoe with 
the Haytiau incident. Tlie very day the 
German war stiipa at Port au I'rince 
secured obedience to the ultimatum, the 
government through its various organs 
proclaimed the navul dcinonstration was 
not likely, and in that iu any case a de- 
cision could not be reached for several 
weeks. 

In regard to China, although the Eng- 
lish press has been steadily furnishing 
details, the government here claimed not 
to have any advices from Peking as to 
the real condition of aQ'airs. As the 
German minister to China, Baron von 
He^king had full power to deal with the 
Ohinese government as he thought best, 
this was a strange condition of afiairs. 
Baron von Buelow, minister of foreign 
affairs will shortly make a statement in 
the reichstag. 

Russia will not tolerate the permanent 
occupation of Kiao Chou Bay by Ger- 
many. Information has reached here to 
this efleot.

English Bishops So Instruct the Clergy Be- 
cause of n Recent Case. 

LoNDO.v, Dec. 11. — An e-xtraordinary 
agitation has been evoked by tbe mar- 
riage on November 24 of Mies Leila Bay- 
ard, a niece of Mr. Thomas F, Baynrd, 
the former United States anibasEador 
here, to Mr. Lyon, who had been di- 
vorced, which caused the clerical party 
to interfere and made them get married 
in a church other than the one first se- 
lected. It has brought out a pronounce- 
ment from the primate to the elTect that 
he disapproves such marriages and that 
hie vicar general hereafter v.'ill not li- 
cenBe them. The Bishop of Bristol and 
olliers havt^ also forbidden their cJinn- 
cellors lo liceubi! marriage of divorced 
people, whether innocent or guilty. 

FBAHCE 11^ AFBICA. 

Alleged Determination to Block British Line 
of Communication Between Cape- 
town and Suez. 

LoNnoN', Dec. 11.— The announcement 
wliich the St. James' Gazette mndu on 
Wednesday last, "authoritatively," 
that the British government does not ex- 
pect any further trnuhle with France re- 
garding tiio Upper Nik' regions. Franco 
agreeing to accept the Hituatioii, is un- 
conlirmed and iirobably unlouuded, as 
there is no lack of evidence that France 
is deliberately luirauing tho task of seiz- 
ing tho upper waters of the Nile, above 
IChartouiu, thuR cutting the British line 
of comninii ication between (Jaiietown 
and .Suez; and a jiowerliil coloiiial iiarty 
in France threatens to upset the Meliue 
cabinet, should it recede from this enter- 
prise.

WiN.NTi'EG, Dec. 11.— (Special)— A trot- 
ting race on tlie Red river here to-day 
bstween Hyndinan'a raare Nulla Bona, 
and Barry'a horse Ecuador, for ^1,000 
a side was won by Nulla Bona in the 
second, third and fourth heats. The 
race was in half-mile heats and Nulla 
Bona made the last in 1;0S, which is 
claimed here to he a record for ice races 
iu Canada. Two thousand people saw 
tbe race. 

The Manitoba Full court gave judg- 
ment to-day upholding the Winnipeg

Yesterday after- 
noon Inspector Brooks, with Captain 
Sheehan of the Tenderloin precinct, and 
police surgeons Palmer, Johnson and 
Nesbitt, entered the Gardens, and ad- 
vancing to the stands occupied by the 
riders and their trainers ordered the 
ridere to dismount, one at a time, and 
submit to a physical examination. One 
after another the riders climbed ofT their 
wheels. They were at once handed over 
to the surgeons and each man's pulse 
and heart were examined and hia tem- 
perature taken.

Golden, 1,729; Gannon, 1,771; Enter-

Johnson, 1,259; Gray, 1,171. The beat 
previous record for 137 hours was 1,850 
milea, made by Hale. 

Gannon and Golden were ordered off 
the track by the police surgeons at o ;15 
p.m. They refused, and were put ofl" by 
the police. They bad to stay off for half 
an hour each. 

The final score, at the oloao of 142 
hours, was: Miller, 2,093,4; Rice, 
2,020.5; Schinner, 2,000.7; iiale, 1,920.2 ; 
Waller, 1,883.1. The best previous 
record was 1,010 miles 8 laps, held by 
Teddy Hale. 



INDIAiN FIGHTING OVEl!. 

British Forces Withdrawn for the Winter— 
Sucgested New Control of Next 
Season's Operations. 

LoKDON, Dec. 11. — All the forces un- 
der General Sir Wm. Lockhart, British 
commander on the Indian frontier, have 
been withdrawn to Bara valley for the 
winter. Thus the largest and best 
equipped force ever aseemhled in India 
has failed, and its attempt will have to 
De repeated in the spring. About 1,400 
officers and men killed or wounded and 
35,000,000 rupees spent, are debits against 
which a few mud huts and sangaia 
b*own up, and probably several thous- 
and natives killed, are the only apparent 
credits. 

Rumors, too precise to be guess work, 
are current to the effect that the Karl of 
Elgin early in the year will retire from 
the vice-royalty of Indian and be buc- 
ceeded by Lord George Hamilton, whose 
Indian aecretaryhtiip will bo lilkd by 
Lord l.andsdowue, the preaent secretiiry 
of stale for war. It is intimated that Jlr. 
Chaiiiberhiin, aecretary of state for tliu 
colouiea, may be tranaforred to the war 
office, his place being given to the 
Marquis oi Londonderry. 



THE VACANT JUDGESHIP.,- >

Vancouver Agitating for a CanflIda)|B Wttl; 
ing to Reside In That City. " 

VANcouvEn, Dec. 11.,— (Special) — 
Great interest is being taken here in the 
matter of the succession to the seat on 
the Supreme court bench vacated by' 
Mr. McCreight, and a good deal of cor- 
respondence with Ottawa is going on. 
The N^ws-Advertisor to-day says: "A 
teleeram from Ottawa states that the 
appointment to the vacant seat on the 
Supreme court bench of this province, 
notwithstandine the statements to the 
contrary, is stillundecided. The friends 
of Mr. Gordon Hunter, of Victoria, it is 
stated, are making strong efforts tor his 
selection for the position." 

The World, the government organ, 
gives particulars of the trouble as fol- 
lows: ''.Sir Oliver Mowat had his at- 
leution drawn to the matter through 
the manv rupreaentntiona made to him 
concerning the judicial aituation in this 
city, but made no recommendation as 
to who should be Juatico McOreight'a 
aucceaaor. Hon. Mr. Milla is now giv- 
ing the subject his moat aeriouB consid- 
eration, and it is not probable that a de- 
cision will be rendered for some time 
yet. 

" It is known that there are at least 
two candidates for the position— possibly 
more. The uiembera of the bar; wo un- 
derstand, are divided as to the man of 
their choice. Some favor Mr. P. .E. 
Irving and others Mr. Gordon Hunter, 
both of Victoria. That these have a 
claim on the government for the exalted 
office will not be denied; but from all 
we can learn Mr. Hunter's transcends 
those of Jlr. Irving, and to the peo])le of 
this side of the mainland, clerical as well 
aa lay, incliuling the mercantile and 
buainees community, the selection by 
the government of Mr, Hunter would be 
(luite acceptable. He ia an able, cai)ablo 
lawyer who ranks high in his profession, 
aa well as being a^ favorite with hie fel- 
low practitioners and the justices already 
on the bench. 

" From a party point of view, Mr. 
Hunter has a right to be recognized. 
, . He ho has expresped his willingnesB 
and readiness to make Vancouver his 
home. This we hope the government 
will insist upon bcini: a prerequisite, 
aince the period has been reached when 
Vancouver should, and must, have a 
resident Supreme court judge."

Victoria's ratepayers will no doubt 
read with interest a communication 
which was sent to the city council on 
November 21 by Mr, D. G. Macdonell, 
acting on behalf of many of the claim- 
aula for damages on account of the Point 
Ellii e bridge accident. The letter reads 
aa follows: 

^07. 24, 1897. 

Ilin ]Vur.-<lii]) the Mayor of the Cihi of 
Victoria, Viclorici, B. C. 

Di:.\u Silt,— On the 21st of Auguat, 
18!)ti, 1 wrote you asking if it wore pos- 
aible to have vour corporation make an 
amicable aettlement with those for whom 
I was acting in rolorcnco to Point EUico 
bridge accident. On the 25th of August 
following, your solicitor wrote me in sub- 
Btauce that you did not admit any re- 
sponsibility, and that he would accept 
aervice of any proceedinga that I wished 
to take againat your corporation. 

Vou no doubt wore justifiod at that 
time in not admittinj; any liability on 
behalf of the city, and posaibly even tho 
rolusinn my offer of an amicable settle- 
ment, especially aa that liability arose 
while you were not Mayor of the city oi 
Victoria. On the receipt of your solici- 
tor's letter I was obliged to take pro- 
ceedings in some 40 or 50 cases against 
your city. 

In the suit of Patterson v. Victoria, 
judgment haa been entered by the trial 
judge and the Full court has uphold his 
judgment ; also in the case of Lang v. 
Victoria, another jury found tho city 
liable, and a judgment has aiao been 
given by the trial judj^e againat your 
city. 

The judgment antl coats in the suit of 
Patterson v. Victoria, in which an ex- 
ecution haa now beenjisaued and liable 
to be enfor.ce(l at any time, amount to 
about !flG,UUO. In the suit of Lang v, 
Victoria, execution can also bo issued 
against your city amounting to $20,000 
damages. The costs in the suit of 
Patterson v. Victoria were taxed at 
^2,765.0G, which may possibly be re- 
duced two or three hundred dollars on a 
relaxation, to which must be added the 
coats of tho appeal to the Full court, 
amounting probably to ioOO or ifOOO 
more, making the costs of tho Patterson 
auit, for which the city so far is liable, 
over $;i,000. The costs iu the Lang suit 
will I presume amount to an equal 
amount, making about $0,000 costs in 
these two suits, which the city is liable 
for. The city's costs will probably 
amount to an equal amount, so that 
about $12,000 are now incurred in two 
Buits only, for which the city ia so far 
liable, besides judgments to tho extent 
of ,'f33,500. 

Mr. Justice McColl in the Lang case 
expressed his opinion that the city had 
no defence on any grounds. Chief 
Justice Davie, in the Full court, and Mr. 
Justice MoOreigbt, were equally as 
strong iu their opinions as to the city's 
liability. 

With these facta before you and also 
the fact that there are now upwards of 
fifty other suits pending, I again aak you 
if there ie not aome alight poaaibility of 
your corporation making some aettle- 
ment with my clients. It is true that 
you have still the right to go to the Privy 
Council, but I need not remind you the 
l)oaition you may place the city in, in 
c.iso you are not successful there. Each 
caae will bo fought out and the costs of 
litigation alone for those difl'erent suits 
will not be less than $100,000 besides 
damages amounting to many thousands 
more. 

Many of my clients are poor people, 
many of them widows and children who 
have been deprived of the support they 
relied upon, and are now in very 
straitened cireumalanceb — many of Iheao 
children are now not only prevented 
from attending school, but are living on 
the charily of their friends. Ono dollar 
now to thoeo people would bo of much 
more value than many in the future. 

It is for theae considerations that I am 
asking you if it is not possible to have 
these cases settled. My clients are will- 
ing to meet you with any reasonable set- 
tlement and will not demand exorbitant 
sums, but are willing to leave it to some 
arbitrator or to accept any reasonable 
sum that may be oii'ored them. 

In case you may doubt your right to 
aettlp in all thoae cases, even alter the 
decifcion ol a trial judge and the Full 
c nut, three judgoB out 6i four holding 
mat you arc liahle, there ia no doubt but 
that llio lof^ialaluro would remove any 
lion bis as to your pownr of aettlomont by 
an act giving you that jiower should you 
aak it.

Indeed bo delighted as 
sometimes to liear three serinonfl in one 
day from such eminent men as Dr. Croly, 
Dr. Dillon and on oneopcaBion Dr. Wise- 
man, afterwards cardinal ; the Reverends 
Dale, Henry Melville, Binny, jMcNeille 
Spurgeon, Leafchild, Parsons, not for- 
getting, certainly not, that earnest 
preacher Billy Dawson, the Yorkshire 
Farmer. All alas ! now dead, but though 
dead still speaking from remembrance of 
their spiritual worth and excellence. 

But of all those preachers the Kev. 
Henry Jlelville, of Camden church, 
Camberwell, was my favorite — many a 
Sunday evening have I walked two miles 
to reach his church, glad even to get 
standing room to hear his excellent eer- 
nions. I herewith submit a portion of 
one of them I remember hearing. It was 
on behalf and in aid of the distress then 
prevailing of nunisters in the Scotch 
church, and in which sermoD Melville, 
being a Scotchman, threw his heart and 
soul in the delivery. 

After remarking that of all men he 
knew of none that more dignified the 
soil than the Scotchman, who, when his 
country called upon to fight her battles, 
went forth bold as a Hop, but when the 
war was over returned to bishome peace- 
able as a dove. Then launching forth iu 
the following impassioned appeal: 

" Could I place before you in this 
room the forms of those who in Ijygone 
days have pat their bodies forward as a 
rampart against the encroachments of 
Popery, of a Latimer or a Ridley burn- 
ing at the stake, would you not, hand to 
hand and shoulder to shoulder, rush 
forth to rescue the victims of intoler- 
ance? And is there no martyrdom en- 
dured except that of lire and stake? I 
call that martyrdom where the wife of 
a man's bosom, a weak and fragile thing, 
is fainting from hunger, and he has 
naught to give but hia tears and his 
prayers, or if given, she would, with 
seeming violence, force it back upon 
himself. Oh ! that for the sake of re- 
ligion a minister should have to heboid 
in his children the hollow cbeeE, the 
sunken eye." 

And then follows something to this 
effect, that having received a charter of 
their faith stained with the blood of the 
holiest and the best, they would show 
by their rcHponae to thia appeal, they 
would rather dye it anew, in their own 
hearts' hlood, than send it down torn 
and mutilated to their children. To iiie 
in the evening of life, in the silent hour 
of night, in my waking iiioineius, tlie 
thoughlB and einotiona excited from 
such address present themselves iu their 
original force and freshness, warming 
the heart of your aged correspondent.

TITE INLAND ROUTE. 

The Columbian, aa uaual, discovers a 
nigger in tbe woodpile, in tbe Colonist's 
expressions of opinion regarding the 
talked-oi route to the Klondylce from 
Kamloops. The Colambian, with a per- 
sistency that betrays a remarkable uar- 
rowneea of mind, profesBes to bc-lievo 
that everything the Colonist advocates 
is done at the bidding of a Victoria 
clique. If it takes any satisfaction out 
of this, we shall not complain. It ia not 
true; the Columbian knows it is not 
true, and the readers of the Columbian 
knoiv it is not true. Bat this ia by the 
way only. 

The Columbian pfofesaea to believe 
that :i:30,000 would make a feasible route 
from Kamloops to Lake Tealin. The 
distance ia upwards of 1,000 miles. 

Therefore the Columbian must be un- 
derstood to believe that .^SO a mile will 
be suflicient to make a road across the 
district in question. We liavo uo art;u- 
ment to make with a paper capable of 
holding such a view. 

Our contemporary says that the Col- 
onist has been instructed to say that a 
road would cost a million. This is rub- 
bish. The CoLo.vi.sT did not aay any- 
thing of tbe kind to heain with ; but now 
tljat the matter has been brought up, it 
has no hesitation in Etaling that it does 
not believe that a wagon road can be 
made between Kamloops and Lake Tea- 
lin for less than iflOOO a mile, and tlio 
distance being over 1000 miles, $1 ,000,- 
000 would be within the amount re- 
quired. It would cost more money than 
the Columbian thinks would pay for a 
road, to properly cruise out a location, 

Tbe Columbian asks us where the 
eteamers are coming from to take the 
people into the Yukon ne.xt year. We 
are less concerned about this than we 
are over the transportation of the peojile 
and their supplies after they ieave the 
steamers. We may add, liowever, that 
we do not see how the impcudinj; crush 
can be relieved by anything that can be 
done next year between Kamloops and 
T»'slin Ijake. If the Columbian knows 
how it can Ije, will it take us into its 
conlidence'.' We are 0])eu to conviction. 
We are. Indeed, anxious to be convinced 
that we are wrong, for if a route through 
the centre of the province can bo made 
available next year for any practical re- 
lief of tbe Yukon rush, we are preparcil 
to advocate any reasonable expenditure 
for that purpose. 



PELAGIC SEALING. 

Tliere seems to be considerable doubt 
as to wliether tiie bill to stop pela 
gic sealinp: will pass the United States 
conirrcss. It is proposed by this meas- 
ure to absolutely prohibit United .States 
citizens from taking seals on the high 
seas. Very properly, argued the prorao- 
^«r of the measure, we cannot ask Great 
• Hain to prohibit pelagic sealing by her 
"Xb while we have no law on our 
book forbidding our own people 
ging in that pursuit. But at 
•e a now element comes into 
•etofore the sealing ques- 
(i^«)a between two govern- 
'^tHV^Ily and rightly every 
jod up I<)r the contention 
i government. Wo know hero 
that the con'lict wiis, in point 
,ween an American monopoly 
t.<}adinn sealers. Now that the 
ates government propoaea to 
•t no citizen shall presume to 
on the hij^h Hoaa and permits 
d monopoly to kill all it wantH 
breeding grounds, our neigh- 



that in this matter their government 
has been simply an appendage to a rich 
corporation, and they are not pleased at 
the discovery. The average American 
citizen is beginning to ask why he 
should not go out on the high seaa and 
kill a seal if he wants to. He does not 
at all like the idea of handing over to a 
private corporation a right which evfiy 
other iieraon in tlie world enjoys, llein e 
opposition is being developed to the pro- 
posed measure, and we shall not be sur- 
prised if its introduction baa the eflect 
of vety materially alterins! the tone of 
public sentiment in tbe United states on 
the sealing (pieBtion. It is quite possible 
that the monopolists have gone just one 
step too far. They have aucceedeil in 
making the i;ovornmeut appear in a 
very invidious light. Defeated in its 
contention at Paris, it has been pre- 
vented by a false public sentiment from 
payinc what it ought long ago to have 
]mi'\ under the award. The other day it 
was induced to call a couferenceof repre- 
sentatives of itself of Japan and of 
Russia, to which Great Britain was in- 
vited.

TROUBLE FOR RUSSIA. 

Reports from the Caucasus of Turkes- 
tan show that the Mohammedan tribes 

are growing very uneasy, and that Russia 
ia likely at a moiiiuut's warning to liavo 
a war on her liamia aa intense aa tlie 
l.'Drdur troubles in India and much more 
widespread. Tlio success of Turkey in 
her collision with Greece ia given as the 
prime cause of this demonstration of 
diBaffeclion, but we think tbe cause 
must be sought more deeply. Months 
before the beginning of the troubles in 
Crete, word came that the people all 
over Islam were growing restless, and 
believed the time to be approaching 
when they would throw oflT every foreign 
yoke and begin anew the glorious career 
which extended the sway of the crescent 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, actrn^-H 
the two great continents of tbe U.d 
World. The Turkish victories over 
Greece may have contributed to the in- 
tensifying of this feeling, but that is all. 
The news that Russia's hold on Central 
Asia is not over-secure will not aurpriEe 
those who have kept track of events. 
Her conquest was rapid, but there is no 
reason to think that she haa been able 
to make more than a superlicial impres- 
sion upon the people. By his very 
nature the Moslem is incapable nf giving 
more than a temporary recognitio.i of 
any (jiaour sovereign. His religion 
teaches him that he stands apart from 
and superior to all mankind. It teaches 
him also that ho must submit 
to what seems inevitable; but 
always and everywhere he cherishes 
the hope of a time whan be will van- 
quiah his oppressors, Buaaia 'a dominion 
in Asia hangs by tbe slenderest kind of 
a thread, and there ia more ground to 
expect that she may find great difficulty 
in maintaining it, than there is that she 
may De able to extend it over India. 



INSPIRATION. 



No claim has l)een more generally 
maile or asserted by or on behalf of hu- 
manity than that of inspiration. It has 
been advanced in all countriea and in all 
ages. Forexample, some of the writers 
of Holy Scripture claim it: Mohammed 
claimed it; so did Buddha. It lias been 
claimed on behalf of the other biblical 
writers, alao for Zarathruatra, Krishna 
and almost countless others. In very 
modern times men have asserted that 
tliey enjoyed it, and in other caaea it has 
been attributed to them by their follow 
ers and aupporters. Those people, who 
brush aside tbe suegestion of inspiration 
aa not wortliy of a second tliought in 
these practical days, aa a rule imagine 
that it is siiujily a conceit of tlio cburcii 
fathers, a superstition associated in some 
especial manner with Christianity, If 
they would stop in their denunciations 
long enough to learn a few of the salient 
facts, they would see that so far from 
tbia being true, inspiration is soniething 
tliat hnnianity always autl everywliere 
believed in. This beinij the case, it 
ii eenaeleaa to try and diamiaa 
it from consideration with a aneer, 
simply because no one haa menaured it 
with a yardstick or weighted it in a hal 
ance, for there is in the whole range of 
human literature nothing more true than 
that 

There are more things in heaven and earth 
Than are dreamt of in our philosophy. 

The belief in inspiration being well 
nigh universal, being in fact universal in 
point of distribution, if such a phrase is 
allowable, it is a fit subject for pliiloeo- 
j)hic!il inciuiry. What mank'-id has 
been accustomed to regard in all ages as 
existent can hardly be treated as a fig- 
ment of tbe imagmation. It may be 
misunderstood; it may be surrounded 
by all manner of improbabilities, it is, 
indeed, very likely to be ; but it ia not 
good ecuBo to say that it is not worth in- 
veatigating. And we here may mention 
that the domain of inquiry embracing 
subjecta ol tbia class has yet to bo ex- 
amined into ecientifically, except in a

On the 
contrary we can discover no reason for 
fioldingit to be imiiossible to investigate 
wliat may be called spiritual phenom- 
ena directly by employing experimental 
tests. By spiritual phenomena ghosts 
and things like that are not meant, l)ut 
wiiat aro eoiuetiiiies called psychic forces. 
It is undeniable that by a certain jiro- 
cees, which the churches call conversion, 
the whole disposition of men may bo 
changed. There appear to be a large 
nCimber of inatancea demonstrating the 
eflicacy of prayer to accomplish specific 
results. It is unquestionably poaaible 
for individuals to make tests for them- 
eelvps. Aa yet absolutely no effort baa 
been made to make scientific investiga- 
ti> '.'18 along these lines, nevertheless as 
the matter now stands, the weight of 
evidence is in favor of tbe existence of 
what wo have called spiritual forces. 

If tl.ia conchiaion is acceptsd, the pos- 
siliility of insjiiration becomes cstablisli- 
ed, and we reach tlie result that men 
may, by fitting theniaelvea to bo the re- 
cipients of it, enjoy the advantage of in- 
spired wisdom. Tbe point which we 
seek to make in this article ia that in- 
spiration, which must be Admitted as a 
prerequisite to revealed religion, is not 
to he treateci simply as a myth or a su- 
peratition, but aa a psychic fact to be 
demonstrated and tested aa material 
facts aro domonstrated. But it may bo 
asked how, even if the possibility of in- 
spiration baa been aettled, we can deter- 
mine what ia and what is not inspired. 
We are not ((uite sure that it ia material. 
We accejjt results iu material things, 
and we may likewiao be content to accept 
results in a|)iritual tliinge. If certain 
efl'ecta follow in the development of 
human character from the observance of 
certain rules of action, it mattera not I 
bow these rules have been prescribed , 
any more than it matters to a sick man ' 
how physicians have arrived at the 
conclusion that certain diseases re- 
qtiire certain rometlies. The ade- 
quacy of the remedy in the case 
of spiritual things must be "spiritually 
discerned." Hence it follows that tbe 
ultimate test of the divinity of anything 
claimed as inspired truth must be per- 
sonal, and tbia ia as it ought to be, see- 
ing that its ellecta are personal and, eo 
to apeak, internal. Deiiend upon it, 
when a man or womon, ripe in years and 
experience, tella you in the words of Job: 
" I know that my Redeemer liveth?" 
you bear something that is not very dif- 
ferent from a mathematical demonstra- 
tion.

The O.P.N, company, one of the most 
active competitora for the Klondyke 
tranaporlation trade and one which haa 
the nori hern British Columbia bnsineea 
aa an atixiliary consideration, ia sending 
the Tees North to-day, on a voyage tc 
terminate at Hyea. All intermediate 
points, including Skagway, Juneau and 
Wrangel will be included, while from 
Victoria, Vancouver and Nanalmo a 
substantial load of miscellaneous freight 
is expected to bo received. From this 
port the ."iteanier has Ptov.'cd away in 
lier spacious bold a "spattering" of 
freight for nearly every port of call. She 
will have a limited paaaeuger liat from 
this citsr. One listed is a Mr. Wm. Bul- 
len, a Portland gentleman, who is going 
Wrangel. For the trip Capt. Myers, 
of the O.P.N. steatner Danube, 
will assume charge of the Teea, 
he being now one of the pioneers of 
Northern iiaviL'atora. As evidence of the 
good work that is "neing done in advertin 
ing Victoria aa the moat advnntageouri 
outfitting point, the San Francisco l^x- 
aminer which reached here yesterday 
may he prodncei-l. One of its leading 
and beat diai)hiycd local articles deals 
with the work California merchants 
are doing to retain their Yukon 
trade, and contains the following: 
" The Alaska Trade Committee coueid- 
era it of the utmoat importance to Am- 
erican intereata that Dyea be closed as a 
sub-port of entry. The Victoria people 
are taking advantage of the fact that 
there iaa duty on goods to the disadvan- 
tage of American interests. They adver- 
tise that there ia a duty of 26 per cent, 
on all American goods, and that miners 
are stopped at Dyea and compelled to 
chop wood and do other work to pay this 
duty. This the Alaska Trade Com- 
mittee claima is not true. The 
committee says there is a Canadian law 
which requires duties to be paid, but that 
it haa not yet lieen enforced on ininors' 
outfits — only on merchants' 8upj)lies. 
The committee is desirous of having the 
secretary of the treasury rescind Ixis 
action making Dyea a sub-port of entry, 
and the members are working with this 
end in view. If the secretary will not 
comply with their request they are de- 
termined to carry the matter into con- 
gress. Senator Perkina was telegraphed 
to yesterday and his advice asked as to 
the best method to pursue in this matter. 
The committee has decided that it would 
be wise to send a ropreaontativo 
to Washington. The chambers of com- 
merce of Seattle, Portland and Tacoma, 
and the chamber of commerce and board 
of trade of tbia city were asked to share 
the oxpedBea of such representative." 
It ia natural that the American mer 
chants will tight hard — as thia indicates 
they are— to retain trade. They can- 
not, however, change the unalterable 
facts. The Klondyke is in Canada, and 
^lutiea must be paid by all who take 
there any foreign goods — miners' sup- 
plies aa well as any other merchandise. 
And thia means that no place is so well 
situated aa an outfitting point aa Vic- 
toria. 

FREIOnT EATE.S ARE FIRM, 

R. P. llithet I'i Co., in their monthly 
circular for November, state concerning 
the abip|iing interests of this port that 
" Firmneaa baa been the moat prominent 
characteristic of the freight market 
throughout the month, and although 
grain vessela came in freely during the 
Fatter part, quotations were not much 
affected.

Reports of the Work Scad at the Aiunial 
Meeting. 

^'esterday aftorrioon fheVictoria Hoiiib 
Nursing Society hiild their iiniuiiil ineol- 
iiig in tluMainiiiiiLl.p.;- rcciiii at Hit! oily 
liaU. .Mrs. D. W. ItiggiiiH, tiu^ prcHi- 
dent, '.vas ui ihiu'hair, and lliu piiiieipa! 
buE-iiieKH traiieacted was tii:) reading and 
ado[ilion of llib eecrt'tary-t reusunjr'B re- 
port. This report practically sets forth 
what the Bociety has been doing and ite 
present flirancial Btate. It reads aa fol- 
lowH : 

In prceeiiting o"r report we have to 
noto a cliaiigu, not only in name, but 
method of work. On re-opening the 
maternity borne on December laet it was 
decided to make a further trial of the 
work for six months. At the end of that 
period it was found that there had been 
an expenditure in actual cash of !f,'i-lli.l'2. 
In addition to tho monoya expended, do- 
nations in kind wer(3 hIho received. The 
receipts from patienta during tho half 
year wore ^illi, It \yill readily be aeon 
that had there not ijeen a eurplus on 
hand in reaponee to an appeal made in 
November laat, in order to free the iii- 
stiiution from ita finnnciRl einbarasB- 
inente, there would have boon a deflcit. 
Ou the 12lh oE April of the present year, 
a meeting of the Buhacribers waa held in 
the city hall, the advisability of closing 
the lioiiie (liacueeed and a acliemo laiil 
before them for the formation of a homo 
nursing society. It was finally decided 
to oloae the home a'nd adopt the scheme 
laid before the meeting. From the old 
society was formed tjien tbe Victoria 
Home Nursing BOoTe(77i^^li|l^<)1>Jeot of 



I which ia to provide good nursing'^for 
maternity caaea free of charge. 

MisB ]Ellingeon, who had been in 
charge of tho home, waa enpaped at a 
Kalary of ,f35 per month ; eufliclent furni- 
ture was kept to furnish a room for her, 
Bomo of it was eold and the remainder 
given to the Friendly Plelp eociety. Tho 
last named society has co-operated with 
UB by bringing to our notice, cases need- 
ing the nurse'e care. Since adopting the 
present plan of work, eight maternity 
cases have been cared for. The society 
is to be congratulated upon securing the 
services of Miss EUingaon, who is highly 
epoken of everywhere her eervicea have 
been in demand ; letters tod, of grateful 
acknowledgment have been received 
from patients, testifying to her efficiency 
and and acceptability. In addition tb 
the caaea already mentioned, aged and 
inflrin caeea have been and are still be- 
ing cared for. 

The married circle of tlie King's 
Dangbtera ia also willing to aaalBt us by 
providing what iti known aa a maternity 
hag for any specially destitute caeea. 
The present is a jnore economical meth- 
od than the former and farther reaching 
in its aphero of nsefulneaa. For main- 
taining the Maternity lloino, the mini- 
mum coat was $in)0 ])eranniHii ; the pre- 
sent method recpiireB .f5U0. 

VYe take this opportunity ot thanking 
the Friendly Help Asaociation for the 
nee of their rooms and their co-operation 
generally ; also the subscribers for their 
support, and beg for a continuance of 
the same to aid in carrying on the good 
work already be^un.
